To Stop Released- 
Time Education 


Only If They Do, Says 
Mrs. Meyer, Can They 
Oppose ‘Catholic Claims’ 


San Antonio, Dec. 8 —(NC)-~ 
A vehement attack upon the re- 
leased-time religious-education pro- 
gram in American public schools 
was made here in an address be- 
fore the annual meeting of the 
Texas State Teachers Asscciation 
by Mrs. Eugene Meyer, widely- 
known writer and speaker on s0- 
cial problems and wife of the pub- 
lisher of the Washington Post. 

Mrs. Meyer appealed to the new 
Protestant preserve-the-First-Am- 
endment group headed by Metho- 
dist Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam to 
stop the “battering down of pub- 
lic school doors” by sectarian 
clergymen. Only if they see to it 
that the released-time program is 
eliminated, she said, “will Pro- 
testants be justified in opposing 
Catholic claims for public support 
of their parochial schools.” 

She also held that an “unreal- 
istic Catholic leadership,” though 
allegedly without support from 
Catholics generally, looks upon 
public health and welfare aid to 
parochial school children as a 
“stepping stone toward their am- 
bition that their schools be recog- 
nized as an integral part of the 
American educational system, with 
the same rights as our public 
schools to public support.” 

Mrs. Meyer ‘said that Catholic 
theologians, lawyers and histor- 
ians are busy at attempts to des- 
troy the First Amendment. She 
said that the American Bishops’ 
recent statement on secularism was 
part of a campaign to “confuse 
Americans and create among us a 
distrust of our own most sacred 
institutions ...” The result, she 
contended, is that “the leaders of 
the Catholic Church are becoming 
a serious threat to our national 
unity, stability and educational 
progress ...” 

rs. Meyer deplored the recent 
report of the non-sectarian Ameri- 
can Council on Education on “The 
Relation of Religion to Public Ed- 
ucation.” She said that the Coun- 
cil, which had urged that religion 
be presented as an integral part 
of all branches of learning, had 
gone “further than any church 
groups have ever dared to go, in 
defying the American traditions of 
separation of Church and State.” 

As one “honest way of settling 
the controversy,” Mrs. Meyer sug- 
gested a “Dismissed-time” system 
such as that employed by the 
French, under which the children 
have a whole afternoon free dur- 
ing the week for their religious 
instruction, but have to come to 
school on Saturday morning so 
that their total hours of schooling 
are not reduced.

Red Slavery Must 


Pledge Of The 
Legion Of Decency 


ODAY in all churches of the 

United States the pledge of the 
Legion of Decency will be re- 
newed. Take that pledge and 
keep it. Here it is: 

“In the Name of the Father and 
of the Son and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. 

“| condemn indecent and im- 
moral pictures and those which 
glorify crime or criminals. |! prom- 
ise to unite with all who protest 
against them. 

“| acknowledge my obligation 
to form a right conscience about 
pictures that are dangerous to my 
moral life. 

“As a member of the Legion of 
Decency, | pledge myself to see 
only good pictures. ! promise fur- 
ther, to stay away altogether from 
places of amusement which show 
pictures that can be an occasion 
of sin.”

Be Spot-Lighted 


The point is that slavery today, 
wherever it exists, must be spot- 
lighted. It’ must be headlined. Mr. 
Lyons proposes an unofficial com- 
mission “of perhaps 25 men and 
women of all nations whose names 
and records would constitute a 
guarantee of integrity, decency, 
jand intelligence. It would include 
gregt jurists, religious leaders, his- 
torians, journalists, scientists, eld- 
er statesmen, social workers, hum- 
anitarians. The kind of group 
which in the aggregate would be 
immune to totalitarian ‘smear’ 
techniques—which would have the 
moral authority to speak and act 
for the conscience of mankind.” 


The committee would sit in Ber- 
lin, Paris, Rome, London, New 
York, where escaped slaves could 
be interviewed by the tens of 
thousands. It would have press, 
radio, and newsreel coverage on 
the scale of the Nuremberg trials. 
It would demand the right to in- 
vestigate areas of its choice, and 
nations refusing cooperation would 
present impressive circumstantial 
evidence of their guilt. 

“Every leverage of public 
opinion, every channel to the 
world’s mind and conscience, must 
be utilized fully,” according to Mr. 
Lyons.

|Soviet Zone In _ 


Germany Holds 
3,308,668 Catholics 


1,324 Priests Try Unde, 
Greatest Handicaps To 
Serve Overflowing Flock

Berlin, Dec. 8—(NC)—There {s 
now a total of 3,308,668 Catholics 
in the Soviet zone of occupation 
in Germany, according to latest 
statistics. Of these, 1,158,668 re. 
sided in the zone at the end of the 
war, while 2,150,000 came in after. 
wards as refugees and expellees 
from the eastern province anney. 


jed by Russia and Poland. 1,39 


priests are now on duty in the 


zone, 500 of them refugees. 

Most of the refugee priests are 
extremely poor, having lost every- 
thing in their exodus. Clothing, 
shoes and transportation are their 
most urgent needs. 

Only one Catholic publisher has 
so far been licensed in the Rus. 
sian zone, but he is overburdened 
with orders from the Soviet ad. 
ministration and unable to get out 
any Catholic publications. Soviet 
authorities have opened a special 
department for “Leninism” at the 
university of Leipzig. Students 
willing to take part in these cours- 
es are given a monthly compenss- 
tion of between 350-400 marks and 
one food parcel per month. 

On the other hand, all Catholic 
activities continue to be severely 
handicapped by the communist- 
controlled secret police which has 
ita stooges everywhere. Otto Gal- 
lus, a Catholic youth leader, re- 
cently disappeared after attend- 
ing a meeting of his group. Wer- 
ner Ihmels, prominent in the Pro- 
testant movement of Saxony, suf- 
fered the same fate together with 
a number of young students. 

Only two recent items that are 
not depressing can be reported in 
this connection, The Sisters of 
Charity were authorized to reopen 
their Catholic hospital in Dresden 
and to rebuild their chapel which 
was destroyed in an air raid. The 
Russians have also permitted the 
opening of a seminary for students

HE bishops of the United States at their annual meeting 
recently held in Washington denounced secularism as the 
root of modern social evils. Secularism is a state of society

The State public education sys- 
tem of our nation is a flagrant 
example of Secularism in Educa-

'priest’s first and most important 
‘duty is to offer the Holy Sacrifice 
‘of the Mass. For that he is eor- 
| dained. However, there are in ad- 
dition many other works which 
‘priests are called upon to perform 
today. So it is that certain ones 
‘will find it advantageous to band 


together to carry out a special 
work such as missionary work both 
at home and abroad, teaching, hos- 
pital work or some other phase of 
‘social activity. Still others will 
‘concentrate on the practice of cer- 
tain virtues as exemplified in the 
‘life of some particul : saint, such 
as St. Francis, St. Dominic, St. 
Benedict and others. All of which 
accounts for the existence of rell- 
gious orders of priests (and nuns). 
It might be said that they do a 
specialized work in the general 
work of the Church. 

The diocesan priesthood concerns 
itself principally with the service 
of the diocese and of the parishes 
which make up the diocese. All of 
i'this work is under the direction of 
ithe Bishop who is the final author- 
‘ity in any given diocese. 

A diocesan priest is called upon 
for a great variety of works. Th’s 
is because he is working with the 
generality of the people and must 
'be at their service under all cir- 
cumstances where the things of 
God are concerned. The more ver- 
satile his talents, the more useful 
he can become as an instrument in 
the hands of God. Frequently these 
two branches of the priesthood are 
called upon to assist in each oth- 
er’s tasks temporarily but their 
different works are pretty well de- 
fined. Yet, since both are work- 
ing for the Glory of God, the salva- 
tion of souls and the good of the 
‘Church there is always the ne i 
of a sympathetic, sincere and char- 
itable understanding of each oth- 
er’s problems and anyone who 
aspires to the supreme goal of the 
priesthood will be less a true fol- 
—— of Christ if he ever forgets 
that.

It starts with his cub reporting days in San Francisco 
when he first encountered many of the famous sports figures and 
newspapermen of the west coast at that time, right down to the 
present. 


Brown is one of the few San Franciscans I have ever encountered 
who refers to the catastrophe of April, 1906, as the “earthquake,” 
not the “fire.” He goes into that in his book, and many of you will 
enjoy, too, his references to his student days in St. Ignatius College. 
now the University of San Francisco. He contends that the good 
Jesuit Fathers changed the name of their school when they surveyed 
the situation and discovered that he was among St. Ignatius’ alumni. 

Brown was an intimate friend and associate of the late Knute 
Rockne and his chapters, “Rambling With Rockne,” and “Six Points 
or Nothing,” will be of particular interest to many of the readers of 
this column. The book would make an ideal Christmas gift for any 
of your friends who are sports minded—but read it first before send- 
ing it along! 


John (Ox) DeGrosa... 


The resignation of John (Ox) DeGrosa as head football coach 
of Holy Cross College came as a distinct surprise te those of us 
around the middle west. One version of it that we heard was 
that he wanted a five-year contract but was offered only a one- 
year term. Another one was that his family wanted him to give 
up coaching. Whatever the reason, his loss from the American 
college coaching ranks—if he decides to give up that profession— 
is a serious one because of the fine character of the man and his 
undoubted influence for good on the young men who came under 
his influence. I happen to know several of his former players, 
and I can testify to the high regard in which they all hold him, 
both as coach and as a Catholic gentleman. 


‘Luck Of The Cody’... 


Ed Cody, former Boston College fullback who later transferred 
and finished his college career with the Purdue team, was telling 
the other day about two breaks he has received in recent years 
to illustrate what he calls the ‘luck of the Irish.” First, he said, he 
was a member of the B. C. team of 1942 which lost to Holy Cross, 
55-12, in one of the greatest upsets of all time, particularly con- 
sidering the size of the score. Many of you will recall the game. 
Boston College was an overwhelming favorite to win, by all the 
way from three to six touchdowns. The Eagles went into the 
game supremely confident, highly over-confident, as things turned 
out, and were rocked and socked under a touchdown barrage that 
stunned not only the B. C. players and followers, but everybody 
else as well. 

Anyhow, a “victory celebration” that some Boston College alumni 
had arranged for the night of the game was called off; the crest- 
fallen B. C. players and their friends had nothing to celebrate. The 
party had been arranged for a popular Boston night club, the Cocoa- 
nut Grove. That night, when the B. C. party normally would have 
been there, the tragic flash fire swept through the club, claiming the 
lives of more than 400 merrymakers in what was the worst disaster 
of its kind in this country’s history. But all Boston College players, 
including Cody, were conspicuous by their absence. What had seemed 
like a “tragedy” to them in the afternoon had turned out to be a 
blessing in disguise. 

But that wasn’t all the good breaks for Cody. Last winter at a 
Purdue-Wisconsin basketball game in the spacious Purdue fieldhouse, 
Cody decided that he’s leave a minute or so before the first half 
ended in order to go outside and have a smoke. He left his seat and 
had barely reached the end of the basketball court when he heard 
@ grinding crash, accompanied by agonized screams. 

The section of bleachers in which Cody had been seated had sudden- 
ly collapsed just as the first half ended. Two persons were fatally 
injured and many others were seriously injured, but Cody’s “luck of 
the Irish” had saved him again, and had also enabled him to take part 
in the emergency rescue work which undoubtedly saved a number of 
others who were trapped in the wreckage.

Y. Dr. Zwierlein contends that 
Article XI, Section 4 of the State 
Constitution refers solely to the 
appropriation of money to schgols 
which are privately supported, and 
not to tax-supported, or public 
schools. Be that as it may, it is 
high time that the Constitutions of 
our respective states were revised 
so as to guarantee in clear and 
and unequivocal language the 
rights of all American children to 
their religious heritage. 


Rights Of All 


We wish to emphasize here that | 
we are speaking of the rights of | 
all children, and not merely of. 
American Catholic children. As’ 
a whole, Catholic children are 
much better taken care of in the 
matter of religious education than 
are Protestant children. There are 
at least 3,000,000 Catholic child- 
ren in parochial scheols. There 
are many thousands more in Cath- 
olic institutions of higher learn- 
ing where their religious educa- 
tion keeps pace with their pro- 
gress in the secular sciences and 
is properly integrated to them. 
Protestants, although having a 
numerical ratio of 3 to 2 to Cath- 
olics in this country, maintain 
practically no religious schools, 
and are almost entirely depend- 
ent upon the public schools and 
secular colleges for the education 
of their young people. Hence, Pro- 
testants need religious instruction 
in the public schools for their 
children even more than Catho- 
lics. We speak, therefore, for 
justice for all children, Jewish and 
Protestant, as well as Catholic; 
for children living in the rural 
districts where there are no par- 
ochial schools as well as for the 
children of the large city parish 
who enjoy the finest in modern 
parochial education. 
While the primary benefit of 
religious instruction for children 
in the public schools will accrue 
to the individual child who will 
learn that it has a soul to save 
and an eternal destiny to work 
out, nevertheless the nation also 
will benefit both in the superior 
type of citizen which the schools 
will produce and in the preserva- 
tion of fundamental American 
principles which are based upon 
religious facts and which under a 
system of secular education must 
of necessity in time be lost. Our 
nation is built upon the great 
principles of the dignity, infinite 
value, and inalienable rights of the 
individual. But all this is mean- 
ingless if we do not postulate a 
God who has given to the individ- 
ual, regardless of age, race, or 
social standing, this dignity, this 
infinite value, these inalienable 
rights. It is all meaningless ‘un- 
less we, as Americans, understand 
that the individual has an immor- 
tal soul, a supernatural life, an 
eternal destiny. These facts of 
life must be taught to the youth 
of America if they -are to know 
what Americanism means, and if 
they are to perpetuate intelligent- 
ly the American tradition to pos- 
terity. 
I believe that I am safe in say- 
ing that comparatively few secu- 
lar educators understand the rela. 
tion of religious truths to our

American educators would do 
well to heed the advice of Colonel 
George Drew, Premier of Ontario: 

“Edycation is our first line of 
defens& against those dangerous 
doctrines which threaten our 
Christian civilization as much as 
any material power, including the 
dreadful possibilities of atomic 
energy. 
saying that I regard the spread of 
Communism, based upon material- 
istic atheism, as a threat to civili- 
zation quite as great as the atomic 
bomb or any material force which 
man has at his disposal. . .

Washington, Dee. 10. — For 
some time certain elements have 
heen going about saying religious 
groups are trying to break down 
“the wall between Church and 
State” in this country, and that 
the various religious denomina- 
tions are trying to take over the 
public schools. 

We are now beginning to see the 
frst glimmerings of a by-product, 
or perhaps the next calculated 
step, of this sort of propaganda. 
Some people are beginning to ad- 
vocate an attitude toward the 
public schools that would make 


them so actively secular they 
would be aggressively anti-relig- 
fous. 


A particularly unfortunate as- 
pect of this new development, and 
it seems to be a development that 
could have been foreseen, is that 
persons prominent in various re- 
ligious groups are in the forefront 
of those who oppose released time 
religious instruction, free bus 
transportation and welfare ser- 
vices for children attending paro- 
chial schools, and similar public 
welfare programs. By the very 
vigor with which they have fought 
these proposals, calling them “the 
camel’s nose under the tent,” 
these men of religion have paved 
the way for the pronounced sec- 
ularist view that is now beginning 
to appear. 


They have said that the Cath- 
die Church is trying to “take 
over’ the public schools. Now 


those who capitalize on their trail 
blazing say that all the religious 
groups are trying to “muscle in,” 
and that they should be actively 
resisted. This gives an excuse 
for swinging the pendulum far in 
the other direction toward active, 
belligerent secularism or anti-re- 
ligion. 

Thus it is that you have ad- 
dresses at teachers’ conventions 
flaying “the churches” for caus- 
ing “division” among pupils by 
their released time religious in- 
struction; speeches that tell “the 
churches” to get out of the schools 
or that call upon the people to put 
them out; speeches tl ; glorify 
and idealize the schools as the 
focus of a community’s solidarity, 
and urge that nothing—not even 
religion—be permitted to interfere 
with them.

For First Time 


Voters Have Choice Of 
Three Candidates, A 
Catholic Among Them 


Caracas, Dec. 8.—(NC)—For the 
first time in the history of Venezue- 
la, the people will go to the polls 
on December 14 to choose a presi- 
dent of the Republic. 


The voters, many of whom still 
lack a fully developed civic con- 
sciousness, have the choice of three 
candidates: Rumulo Gallegos of 
the socialist Democratic Action 
party; Rafael Caldera, the choice of 
the Catholic-supported COPEI 
movement, and Gustavo Machado 
of the Communist party. 

Mr. Gallegos, who has achieved 
renown as a novelist and was nom- 
inated by the strongly organized 
Democratic Action party now in 
contro] of the government, is a 
professed laicist. His party has 
already made several revisions in 
the national constitution which in- 
fringe on the right of private edu- 
eation, and is also endeavoring to 
pass the Jaw of patronage which 
would place many Church matters 
into the hands of the government 
and restrict Bishops in the exer- 
cise of their jurisdiction. While 
Mr. Gallegos, himself an unbeliever, 
has stated that he will respect re- 
party is promoting a number of 
ligion, the fact remains that his 
measures opposed by the Church, 
and should he win the presidency” 
it is likely that the party will 
press for enactment of these meas- 
ures, 


The communist candidacy is gen- 
erally regarded as mere propagan- 
da. In view of the small commu- 
nist following, most observers be- 


lieve that Mr. Machado has not 
the slightest chance. The fact 
that the communists have pre- 


sented a candidate is regarded as a 
move to try to convince people that 
they have attained stature in the 
political life of the nation. It is 
interesting to note that the com- 
munists in this country are split 
into what are called Stalinist and 
Leninist groups. 


Dr. Caldera, the COPEI candi- 
date, is a well known sociologist 
and statesman. Educated in Cath- 
olic colleges, he has three times 
served aS a representative in par- 
liament. He is professor of soci- 
ology at the University of Caracas, 
and is author of a volume on the 
rights of labor in which he ex- 
pounds Catholic social doctrine. 
During the recent parliamentary 
sessions Dr. Caldera showed him- 
self to be one of Venezuela’s best 
orators, taunchly upholding the 
principles and interests of Cath- 
olics especially in the matter of 
education. 


COPEI (the Independent Com- 
mittee for Political and Electoral 
Organization ) was originally not 
a political party but merely a 
movement to interest people in 
their civil rights and induce them 
to exercise these rights. 


The supporters of Dr. Caldera 
entertain no illusions. They real- 
ize that they are at a distinct dis- 
advantage because their opponent 
enjoys government support. How- 
ever, they also know that the elec- 
tion will decide some all-important 
religious and social issues. Conse- 
quently, the campaign is feverish. 

While December 14 will mark 
the first time the Venezuelan peo- 
ple will choose their president by 
secret ballot it is the second time 
that they will elect their represent- 
atives to Congress by universal and 
secret suffrage. Perhaps this elec- 
tion in Venezula, often called the 
land of the unexpected, will hold

Catechism For The Honest Inquirer 
Easy To Find The True Church 


Q—One would suppose that such 
a Kingdom or Church, as described 
in the last instruction, could easily 
be found. 

A—It can. It represented the 
only Christian religion in the 
world for centuries. The ances- 
tors of most Americans and Euro- 
peans belonged to it, and today it 
counts 100,000,000 mere members 
than all other Christian bodies 
combined. 


Protestantism was not heard of 
until 1500 years after Christ. This 
is a generally acknowledged his- 
torical fact. 

Q—History, then, proves the hu- 
man origin of Protestantism? 


A—Yes, you need only to con- 
sult any historical work or any 
Encyclopedia to find the names of 
the persons who founded the Lu- 
theran, the Anglican, the Presby- 
terian, the Methodist, the Baptist, 
and all the other sects which con- 
stitute Protestantism.

Q—If the Catholie Church had 
been in possession for fifteen cen- 
turies, wouldn’t it know better 
what was always believed than 
Protestant teachers of our day? 

A—Your conclusion is correct. 
Every Christian who wrote history 
before the Reformation was a 
Catholic. The Catholic Church has 
an official diary going back to the 
first century. The Council of Nice 
in the year 325 defined the faith 
of the Golden Christian era—that 
of millions of martyrs; that of 
Constantinople a century later, 
and other Councils which follow- 
ed, century after century, both re- 
futed false heading and declared 
what was primitive Christian be- 
lief and practice. Those who take 
the trouble to consult the decrees 
of these General Councils, discov- 
er that the Catholic Church never 
altered apostolic teaching. 

Q—How do you explain the wide-

When Hitler in Germany, Stalin 
in Russio, Tito in Yugoslavia, 
Calles in Mexico, strove to destroy 
Christianity itself they sought the 
cooperation of other churches, by 
representing that their target was 
the Catholic Church. only. 

Q—It seems that Protestantism 
rejects the infallibility of the 
Catholic Church yet bases its very 


rule of faith on that doctrine. Am 
I right? 
A—yYes, all Protestants hold 


that “the Bible and the Bible only” 
is their rule of faith, or their sole 
religious authority, yet the only 
proof they have that the Bible is 
genuine, inspired, and correctly 
translated from the original is the 
word of the Catholic Church. If 
the Church was not infallible in 
that pronouncement, then they 
have no guarantee that the Bible 
possesses any divine authority. 
Hence only Catholics can consis- 
tently use the Bible as an author- 
ity on faith and morals. St. Au- 
gustine, one of the most learned 
converts of all times, said that he 
would not have accepted the Bible 
as the revealed word of God unless 
the infallible voice of the Church 
a previously declared it to be 
that.

According to Cardinal Frings of 
Cologne, these people were de- 
ported from their homes in the 
Russian Zone.

enator Wagner has assigned a 
a headed by Joseph r. MecMur- 
ray, his administrative assistant, 
to study the family allowance plans 
of a number of other countries, no- 
tably the Canadian system, which 
has been in operation since 1945, 
and to gather the- reaction of U, 
§. groups to such a project. 

In his search for opinions, Mr. 
McMurray plans to canvass the 
nation’s outstanding religious, la- 
bor, social welfare and kindred 
groups. 

A pamphlet entitled “Family Al- 
lowances,” prepared by the Rev. 
Dr. Edgar Schmiedeler, O.S.B., and 
published by the Family Life 
Bureau of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, embodies a 
study of the Catholie reaction to 
such a project. 

Prepared in question-and-answer 
form, the pamphlet discloses that 
such outstanding Catholic leaders 
as Bishop Karl J. Alter of Toledo, 
Chairman of the Social Action De- 
partment, N.C.W.C., and Bishop 
Michael J. Ready of Columbus, 
Chairman of the Press Department, 
N.C.W.C., have spoken in favor of 
family allowances. 


The pamphlet also recalls the 
words of the late Pope Pius XI in 
his noted Encyclical “On Recon- 
structing The Social Order’: “Ev- 
ery effort must therefore be made 
that fathers of families receive a 
wage sufficient to meet adequately 
ordinary domestic needs. If in the 
present state of society this is not 
always feasible, social justice de- 
mands that reforms be introduced 
without delay which will guarantee 
every adult working man just such 
a wage. In this connection We 
might utter a word of praise for 
various systems, devised and at- 
tempted in practice, by which an 
increased wage is paid in view of 
increased family burdens, and a 
special provision is made for a 
special need.” 

Father Schmiedeler’s pamphlet 
points out. the apparent necessity 
of gaining the support of organized 
abor for such a project. Ha says 
that “both in England and in Can- 
ada labor had for years held out 
against family allowances, but sev- 
eral years ago reversed its stand, 
Shortly after it did so both coun- 
tries passed National Allowances 
Acts.” The pamphlet relates that 
in the United States organized la- 
bor has given the family allowance 
question but little attention, al- 
though its members have not spok- 
€n against such a plan. 


A survey has disclosed that 89 
nations now have a family allow- 
ance plan in effect. Under the Ca- 
nadian system, families with 4 
yearly income of $3,600 or less a 
year are eligible for benefits. The 
first child of such a family re- 
ceives a $5-per-month allowance, 
while a family with two children 
receives. a $7.50-per-month allow- 
ance. Each addition to the family 
means an extra allowance.

Fourteen Jews And 


An Irishman Give 
Bus To Negroes 


Camden, Miss., Dec. 8 —NC) 
—A bus to transport Negro young- 
sters between their homes ond Soc- 
red Heart School, here, has been 
donated to the institution by a 
group of 14 Jews and an irish- 
man from Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The bus was accepted by the 
Rev. M. Andrew Lawrence, of the 
Missionary Servents of the Most 
Holy Trinity, director of the school. 
The gift fulfilled a promise which 
the group of 15 men made liast 
spring after they learned of the 
work being done among under- 
privileged Negro children in this 
section of Mississippi. More thon 
140 children are enrolled in the 
school, which has the elementary 
grades and a two-year high school 
course. The Holy Trinity priests 
conduct courses in agriculture and 
other farm life training fields 
while Ursuline nuns conduct the 
academic classes. 

The bus, which carries 48 pas- 
sengers, makes a trip of 48 miles 
each morning to pick up the stu- 
dents and another 48-mile trip 
each evening to take them home. 
lt is volued at $4,000. A spokes- 
man for the Jewish donors said: 
“Our people have suffered much 
oll over Europe. They have been 
starved and killed, persecuted and 
imprisoned. We in America have 
good homes, good jobs, good re- 
lations with our neighbors, We 
want to do something to help 
these,. our fellow Americans, get 
the training they need to became 
good Americans too. And we want 
to show our thanks to God for His 
goodness to us.”

Bishop Revealed 


Most Rev. T. G. Romzha 
And Four Companions 
Killed in Soviet Ukraine 


Homestead, Pa., Dec. 8 —(NC) 
—Shocking particulars concerning 
the sudden deaths of Bishop The- 
odore G. Romzha of the Byzantine- 

Catholic di of M 
acevo, (Soviet Carpatho-Ukraine) 
two priests and two seminarians 
last Oc’ 25 were revealed here 
by Bishep Daniel Ivanche, Coad- 
juter of the. Greek Rite Diocese of 
Pittsburgh. 

(The death of Bishop Romzha, 
under unexplained circumstances, 
was previously reported in a Pra- 

ispatch to N.C.W.C. News 
Rareisa , dated November 24.) 

According to reports received 
by Bishop Ivancho from retiable 
sources abroad, the story behind 
the deaths of 36-year-old Bishop 
Romzha and his companions is as 
follows: 

On October 25, Bishop Romzha, 
the Rev. Daniel Bachinsky (a class- 
mate of Bishop Ivancho), and the 
Rev. Nestor Silvay, accompanied 
by two unidentified seminarians, 
were driving in a horse-<lrawn 
cart to the large parish of Velikin 
Lucki, near Uzhorod, Bishop Rom- 
zha’s See city. Both of the priest 
victims, according to Bishop Ivan- 
cho, have relatives who are priests 
in North America. 

Some years ago, the people of 
the Veliki Lucki parish had gone 
over to the schismatic Russian Or- 
thedox Church, but after the ar- 
rival of the communists they had 
become disillusioned. They repent- 
ed and petitioned for reunion with 
the Byzantine-Slovonic Rite. Their 
petition was granted and Bishop 
Romzha and his companions were 
enroute to the parish to reconse- 
crate the church. 

While driving to Veliki L 
a military tank came from behin 
and crashed into the cart. The 
two priests and the seminarians 
were instantly killed; Bishop 
Romzha received fatal injuries. A 
few minutes later, the reports re- 
ceived by Bishop Ivancho state, a 
military car drove up to the scene

ticed about the prayer, “Communi- 
cantes ?”’. 


Studying this pamphlet

Bishop Noll in an interesting 
message to the assembly outlined 
his plans for the establishment of 
Children’s camps next summer at 
Lake Wawasee. They would be at. 
tended, alternate weeks during 
June, July and August by boys and 
girls of the different deaneries of 
the diocese. The camps would be 
run by Catholic camp counsellors 
familiar with the work. The Rev. 
W. Edward Sweigart, Diocesan Di- 
rector of Associated Catholic Char- 
ities gave an informative report on 
a Charities Conference which he 
had attended the preceding week 
at Cleveland, O. He especially re- 
ferred to the problem of displaced 
persons in Europe and urged the 
men to use their influence in pro- 
motion of the law for the admis- 
sion of the quota to this country. 
He indicated that approximately 65 
per cent are Catholic and 25 per 
cent are Jews. ? 

Foss Smith, St. Patrick's parish 
representative, chairman of the 
Special Works committee, spoke 
on the project for the coming sea- 
son, the enthronement of the Sa- 
cred Heart in the homes. He also 
reported on the progress of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Salvage store, for 
which a financial report was sub- 
mitted by the auditor, Martin D.

building and start the business and 
on this indebtedness $3,300 has 
been paid and the Society has a 
working balance of about $4,300.
